Visiting Guides Entertained

The Agricultural Service Boards 
ot the County of Newell, County 
of Vulcan and the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Wheatland arc sponsoring 
a gigantic Field Day at Gleichen 
on the Blackfoot reserve, Monday, 
June 15, or Tuesday, June 16, as 
an alternative date in the event 
that the weather is unfavorable 
for spraying of the first mentioned 
date. 

This big demonstration will be 
known as "operation killer,” and 
the objective is to bring to the 
residents of the reserve as well as 
others, the great benefits to be de¬ 
rived from chemical spraying. 

There will be three aircraft 
present and these machines will 
be busy doing aerial spraying of 
crops and slough land, where 
weeds are becoming a menace. 
Also on hand will be two field 
sprayers loaned for the day from a 
firm in Calgaiy, with tractors and 
men loaned from machinery firms 
in Gleichen. 

The Department of Agriculture 
as well as the Indian Agency are 
behind this project and prepara¬ 
tions have been underway for the 
past several months. The spray¬ 
ing services and chemicals are be¬ 
ing donated for the day’s work, 
and plans have been completed so 
that the day’s operations can be 
run off with a minimum of delay. 
With the editor’s kind permission 
we would like to give credit 
through these columns after the 
show is over, to the various firms 
who co-operated to its success. 

The main centre of operations 
will be one mile south and one 
mile east of. Gleichen and will 
commence at 10 a.m. Everyone is 
welcome and it is hoped and ex¬ 
pected that farmers will be there 
from far and near, as this event 
will be receiving wide publicity 
through the radio and the press. 

June 15, is the day set and the 
events will be run off if the 
weather is at all favorable.

Census takers are being authorized to check otSmch 
matters as the total household income, the value or the 
dwelling occupied, and the fertility of the housewife. 
There are other questions of a personal nature, but 
these three are good examples of latest bureaucratic 
meddling in our daily lives. For spicy information like 
this about their neighbors, the “older biddies” in small 
towns across the country will be making applications 
by the thousands for a job as census taker. 

The government itself seems to be a little hesitant 
about asking questions of such a private nature. Ac¬ 
cordingly, it will conduct a trial run on two test cities 
this year to assay public reaction. It may be necessary 
to re-phrase any questions that cause offence, our civil 
servants explain patronizingly. 

They should be explaining what useful purpose is 
served by extending a simple head count into a lengthy 
series of individual questions that can hardly be classi¬ 
fied under a "census” heading. As a people, we have 
been conditioned to accept more state interference, 
and no doubt most of us will be docile in answering all 
questions at census time like obedient children. A few 
hardy souls, it is to be hoped, will have other ideas.

OFF WITH THE HORNS 

Dehorning is an annual chore 
which thousands of cattlemen have 
worked into a routine with their 
other activities on ranch or farm. 
These are the people who realize 
the wisdom of doing a Job when it 
is most easily accomplished with 
the least risk. Some use caustic 
paste at birth; others use a knife 
and caustic pencil, lifting the horn 
button out With the knife and 
cauterizing with the pencil; still 
others use a dehorning tube or a 
calf size dehorner. All have one 
thing in common, says W. C. Gor¬ 
don, Live Stock Supervisor, Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture. 
“The calf is not over four months 
of age before he is dehorned and 
therefore it is safer for the opera¬ 
tor and easier on the calf.” 

Unfortunately there are still 
many who do not do this job when 
It should be done, he says. As a 
result calves go Into winter with 
the horns still on. The weather 
gets colder; calves are subjected 
to major feed changes; they are 
moved about and exposed to ship¬ 
ping fever. Dehorning now be¬ 
comes an added risk. These pro¬ 
ducers forget that a man buying 
feedeis penalizes the producer for 
the horns on his calves. The feeder 
has only two choices, both bad. 
He can dehorn at some risk of' 
serious set back or he will have 
to put up with horned cattle in his 
feed lot and pay a penalty for 
horns when he markets. He there¬ 
fore bids accordingly. 

Dehorning Is the responsibility 
of the original producer and he 
should regard it as a means of 
making his product more saleable.
